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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is responsive to the amendment filed 1 1/7/05. Claims 1, 2 and 4-24 are currently 
pending. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1, 5-7 and 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Breed (US 2001/0002451). 

A. As per claims 1 and 5-7, Breed discloses an apparatus for sensing a potential 
rollover of a vehicle comprising an inertial reference unit including three accelerometers 
and three gyroscopes [0190, 0192] for measuring acceleration and rotation about the 
vehicle's axis, a central control module [0192] and vehicle control devices for controlling 
steering, braking and throttle [01 96]. 

B. As per claims 1 1-13, as above whereby steering control is provided. 

4. Claims 8-10 and 14-24 are allowed. 

5. Claims 2 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

6. REMARKS 

Applicant's remarks regarding the entitlement to an earlier filing date have been duly 
considered, but are not persuasive. The cited passages of the '3 17 application do not support 
controlling the steering to prevent rollover. Col. 38, lines 54-64 mentions steering control only 
in reference to avoiding collisions. Col. 62, lines 25-32 disclose limiting the speed of the truck 
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to prevent rollover, which would include throttle and/or brake control. There is no suggestion of 
preventing rollover by controlling the steering as set forth in claims 1, 5-7 and 11-13.
